A former classmate of Sir David 
Frost paid tribute to the veteran 
broadcaster who died at the week¬ 
end. 

Tales from the sixth form room at 
Wellingborough Grammar School 
about David Frost have been recalled 
by one of his fellow pupils. 

John Mann who is now 73-years- 
old recalled the time for three years 
in the mid 1950s when he spent three 
years with Sir David Frost or as he 
was nicknamed then by John as 
Frosty. 

David Frost died at the age of 74 
after a heart attack while on board a 
cruise ship. 

A family statement said he was 
aboard the Queen Elizabeth on 
Saturday night where he was to give 
a speech. 

John Mann who was at 
Wellingborough Grammar School 
from 1950- 57 remembers the day in 
1954 when the young David Frost 
came to Wellingborough. 

Frost had left Gillingham to come 
to the county as his father was a 
Methodist minister who came work 
at the Methodist Church in Raunds. 

Mr Mann said: “Frost came to 
Wellingborough Grammar School 
(now Wrenn School) from 1954 -1957. 

“We were in the sixth form together 
for three years as I was the year 
ahead of him. 

“When he came to Wellingborough 
Grammar in 1954 he had not taken 
any ‘O’ Levels. 


“But by December 1954 he had 
taken his ‘O’ levels in English 
Language, Mathematics and French 
and he went on to take a further two 
‘O’ Levels in Latin and Economics. 

“He was friendly with everybody 
really and was always getting up to 


some prank. He got us to write letters 
to the local paper on made up topics 
just so it would get printed and get a 
response. 

“I remember having to write one 
about beautiful concrete buildings 
and signing it an art student from 


Irchester. 

“When I saw him on television on 
That Was The Week That Was (TW3) 
I was not surprised as he was very 
self confident and very clever. 

“I just always thought him as 
Frosty.”

“I think we need to also 
make sure the heritage of 
the building is preserved 
and that local residents get 
the chance to play their 
part. 

“Part of me still wises we 
had a bus company.” 

An official statement from

Outline planning application for the 
University of Northampton's new £330m 
Waterside campus on the Avon Nunn Mills 
site have been submitted to Northampton 
Borough Council. 

This landmark development will secure the 
future of the University as a leading higher 
education institution offering a unique stu¬ 
dent experience. With state-of-the-art teach¬ 
ing facilities and residential accommodation 
the University of Northampton will continue 
to attract students and prosper in what is 
becoming an increasingly competitive 
market. 

As well as creating a university 
suitable for the future, the campus 
will help to regenerate the Waterside 
and town centre of Northampton. 

The development will also bring a

Cash seized from criminals 
will be used to help combat 
crime and provide support 
for victims in a scheme run by 
Northamptonshire police 
and crime commissioner 
Adam Simmonds. 

The £25,000 pot of cash 
which has been obtained in 
the civil court through the 
Proceeds of Crime Act will 
allow the distribution of £500 
to £5,000 grants. 

Cash from the scheme will 
focus on different themes 
each year. 

The Commission is seeking 
applications this year from 
across the county from com¬ 
munities and residents who 
are working to combat crime 
in their neighbourhoods or 
can offer support and assis¬ 
tance to those whose lives 
have been blighted by crime. 

The grants are available for 
capital projects and must be 
spent by the end of March 
2014. 

The Commission’s 

Community Grants Funding 
Panel will assess the applica¬ 
tions and will announce the 


successful applicants in 
October. 

Adam Simmonds, 

Northamptonshire’s police 
and crime commissioner, 
said: “Tackling crime and 
putting victims at the heart of 
the criminal justice system 
are two of my key priorities. 

“This scheme will help to 
unlock much of the good 
work that is already being 
undertaken across 

Northamptonshire and will 
ensure this work can be 


expanded. 

“All too often, victims across 
our county feel isolated and 
have no one to turn to help. 
Local groups and organisa¬ 
tions are best placed to help 
these people, and with a little 
support, they can make a big 
difference.”

Kelmarsh Hall bid 
for £1 million funds

A derelict area of Kelmarsh 
Hall could be turned into an 
upstairs, downstairs story 
saga for visitors if a £1 mil¬ 
lion grant is secured. 

Plans include the redevel¬ 
opment of underground areas 
of the main house to chroni¬ 
cle the lives of those who 
worked in the hall and served 
its former residents. 

The site has already received 
a grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) to be 
used towards its application 
for a full lottery application. 

Dating back to 1800, the 
basement of the main house 
contains a butler’s pantry, 
brew house, wine cellar, 
bakehouse and footman’s 
bedroom. A separate laundry 
block - which is accessed 
from the basement via a long 
underground tunnel 
includes a wash house along 
with ironing and fuel rooms. 

While some of the areas are 
in poor condition; some well- 
preserved original cupboards 
and fittings remain. 

These, along with other fea¬ 
tures from different phases of

occupation, will be retained 
and conserved, starting with 
the laundry area. Once the 
project is complete, it will 
provide a valuable education 
resource for both visiting 
school groups and gen 
eral visitors. 

Families will be 
able to take part in 
fabric and textile 
activities and have 
a go at bread-mak¬ 
ing in the bake¬ 
house. 



General Manager Lesley 
Denton said the project was a 
manifestation of the 
Kelmarsh Trust’s aim to con¬ 
serve the built environment 
and promote educa¬ 
tion about the hall. 
She said: “We’re 
delighted to have 
received a grant 
from the 

Heritage Lottery 
Fund to help us 
put together our 
application.”

Commentators and lawyers alike describe the 
current UK libel laws as antiquated, costly, 
unfair and stifling freedom of expression and 
legitimate debate. 


Long awaited reform is almost here - with the passed 
Defamation Act 2013 expected to come into force later 
this year. 

Commentators and lawyers alike describe the current UK 
libel laws as antiquated, costly, unfair and stifling freedom 
of expression and legitimate debate. Long awaited reform 
is almost here - with the passed Defamation Act 2013 
expected to come into force later this year. 

So what will be the main changes? 

• All claimants must prove serious harm to reputation in 
order to bring a claim. Trivial claims should not clog the 
Courts in future. 

• Corporate claimants must also show serious financial 
loss (immediate or anticipated loss). This will allow 
greater freedom of expression by preventing large 
corporations from using the threat of libel action to 
silence critics. 

• Defences of truth, honest opinion and public interest 
are simplified in statutory form. This will replace the 
previous common law defences of justification, fair or 
honest comment. 

• Operators of websites hosting online posts will have a 
defence if they are not the author and it is possible for 
the claimant to identify the author. New regulations will 
be introduced to create a procedure for complaints as 
to online posts and what a website operator must do in 
response. This will hopefully simplify the process needed 
to identify a poster hiding behind anonymity. 

• Greater protection for peer-reviewed scientific and 
academic journals. 

• A single publication rule so online material is deemed 
published once, when originally posted and that will 
be the relevant date for limitation purposes (one year 
limitation period running from that date). 

• A limit to the English Court's jurisdiction if a claimant is 
not domiciled in England and Wales. This is intended to 
bring an end to the perception of libel tourism but will 
still allow a foreign domiciled claimant to sue for libel 
in England. 

• There will no longer be a presumption of jury trial. 

• The Court will have statutory power to compel a 
defendant to publish a judgment summary and/or 
remove defamatory statements from websites or from 
distribution. As most cases settle this will not have 
enormous practical effect but the requirement to publish 
a judgment summary should be powerful as the wording, 
time, manner and place of publication will be determined 
by the Court where not agreed between the parties. 

All of these changes are necessary, valuable and largely 
uncontroversial. So why is Northern Ireland not planning 
to adopt the new legislation? Won't publishers and media 
companies be reluctant to set up business in Northern 
Ireland as a consequence? There will also be a difficulty in 
sanitising content for Northern Ireland. 

In the UK, these changes should lead to a reduction in 
complexity and cost. This is good news.

Aidy Boothroyd refused to defend 
Ishmel Demontagnac after the 
midfielder was shown a straight 
red card at MK Dons on Tuesday 
night - calling his behaviour 
‘unacceptable and indefensible.’ 

Demontagnac will now serve a 
three-match ban after kicking out 
at Dons’ Dele Alii during the first 
half of Northampton Town’s 2-0 
fohnstone’s Paint Trophy first 
round exit at stadiummk on 
Tuesday night - where second half 
goals from Alii and Patrick 
Bamford sent the hosts through to 
round two. 

But Demontagnac’s actions left 
his manager unable to defend him 
afterwards. Boothroyd said: “Any 
manager worth his salt defends 
his players, but there comes a time 
when players do things that are 
unacceptable and indefensible. 


“I’m very disappointed with 
Ishmel and one player’s complete 
and utter stupidity tonight has let 
everybody down. 

“I saw it coming after the tackle 
that Ish had on him earlier on 
from Delle Alii, which I thought 
was also a red card. 

“But whether it was a red card 
offence or not, you don’t react like 
that and you certainly don’t go 
looking for revenge, because the 
referee is looking for it - we’re all 
looking for it.” 

It was the fourth consecutive 
away match that Northampton 
have had a man sent off and was 
also their sixth defeat in seven 
games in all competitions. On 
Saturday, Tom Lockyer’s second 
minute header sent them to a 1-0 
defeat at Bristol Rovers in the 
league, where striker Roy 
O’Donovan was given his march¬ 
ing orders in the closing stages for 
a second bookable offence. 


Against Dons, Bamford had the 
best chance early on, but his 
glancing header on 14 minutes 
was kept out by the foot of the 
post. 

The game’s major talking point 
arrived on 34 minutes. Having 
already been on the end of a heavy 
challenge earlier from Alii - the 
red mist then appeared to come 
down for Demontagnac when, 
after making a mess of a pass from 
Ben Tozer - he then booted Alii 
from behind, giving the referee no 
option but to send him off.

HE has had the summer to reflect on his Aviva 
Premiership Final red card at Twickenham 
but after receiving a vote of confidence from 
club and country - Northampton skipper 
Dylan Hartley is determined to prove his 
doubters wrong. 

Hartley should have spent the summer tour¬ 
ing with Warren Gatland and the Lions in 
Australia; instead a moment of madness saw 
the hooker banned for 11 weeks after being 
found guilty of verbally abusing referee Wayne 
Barnes in the Premiership final. 

The 27-year-old knows he’s now drinking in 
the last chance saloon but as he looks to lead 
Northampton back to Twickenham next May - 
Hartley is buoyed by the vote of confidence 
handed to him by Saints boss Jim Mallinder 
and England coach Stuart Lancaster. 

Hartley is determined to let his rugby do the 
talking next season and that starts with 
Northampton’s Aviva Premiership opening day 
fixture against Exeter at Franklin’s Gardens. 

“Pre-season is a good time to refocus, reset 
goals, things like that,” said Hartley. “I had a 
good summer away and cleared my head. 

“I’ve got a lot of motivation going into this 
season and that’s on a personal note but as a 
squad I think we’re confident. In the last four 


or five years now we’ve been top four finishers 
and I can sit here and say to you we want to do 
that again. 

“Doing what we do, I love my job but you 
become so embroiled in it it’s nice to get away 
and break the routine and do something 
slightly different. 

“I really enjoyed it this year but again that 
time off has made me hungry to come back and 
like I said set new goals and crack on for the 
coming season. 

“Yes I’m motivated ahead of the season, I 
want to lead the Saints to another final and go 
a step further this time.” 

Northampton boss Mallinder has signifi¬ 
cantly strengthened this summer with the 
arrival of Lions duo Alex Corbisiero from 
London Irish in the front row and giant wing 
George North from the Scarlets. 

Following Hartley’s controversial red card at 
Twickenham, Northampton suffered the pain 
of playing bridesmaid to Richard Cockerill’s 
Leicester at Twickenham as the Tigers lifted 
the Premiership crown. 

But after the arrival of new recruits, the 
return of a determined Hartley rested after the 
summer, plus the pain of last year’s 
Twickenham defeat driving them on to new 
heights - the Northampton skipper has high 
hopes come September. 

“We’re bolstered by our summer signings; 
we’ve got some really exciting new additions,” 
added Hartley. “A lot of academy products have 


also been promoted as well so I think squad 
wise we’re as strong as we’ve been. 

“I probably sit here and say that every year. I 
think I can generally back that up when I say 
we’ve got Kahn Fotuali’i, George North and 
Alex Corbisiero. They’ve been some of our real 
big signings. 

“I haven’t mentioned half of the other sign¬ 
ings that we’ve had but we’ve got quality 
throughout, we’ve got a real good balance this 
year so we’re fairly confident. 

“I don’t think it’s a one-off, we’ve made top 
fours before. We carried an underdog tag last 
year that we kind of thrived on which is quite 
nice. 

“We were the best of the rest. But this year I’ve 
already feeling a little bit of pressure and there 
are a lot of people talking about our signings 
and the expectation is there. 

“There’s a bit of pressure there but we’ll per¬ 
form and hopefully prove that it’s right. 

“‘Even making the semi-finals we were the 
best of the rest last season.
